'L'lic Knglish fiirmcr raises mangolds 


lor cattle and turnii>.s fur .sheep, where- 
as tho Ameriutin farmor raiies neither 
only in a very limited sen-,o. It i.s un- 
derstood in nil lands Unit roots :iro 
healthy food, which should bo a sulli- 
cicnt inducement to raise them. Tho 
English farmer, from sheer necessityoJ 
making the most off from tho land he 
tills, learned tho lesson of economy 
that root feeding taught him. He 
found that ten tons of roots were worth 
moro to him in the health and growth 
of his block than hay or grain that 
could be raised on the simo ground, 
and he practically applied tho lesson. 
Now mangolds and turnips are not 
equal in value as food to carrots and 
sugar boots. 
W hy, then, does ho not 


raise theso instead? Wo suppose be- 
cause mangolds and turnips yield moro 
to tho acie and with less work, and 
then tho turnips aro eaten by the sheep 
ia tho Hold without pulling at all. 
Movable fences are used to inclose the 
ground according to tho number of 
sheep and they aro Kept there till tho 
turnips aro consumed without much 
attention. This ground grows enor- 
IPOUS amounts of mangolds to tho aero 
—n cheap and abundant supply from 
little land. 
As our country grows old- 


er, land higher and economy moro ur- 
gent, we shall follow iu their footsteps, 
but wo expect our roots will bo more 
carrots than sugar beets, because thero 
is considerable moro nutriment in them 
than iu tho other, and besides, wo 
shall have to kqpp them from freo/iug. 
But if it bo more profitable to feed 
root-, why do not. farmers raiso inoio 
now' Hoots aro raised to some extent 
where land is worth ^101) or more 
per acre, but it is lar more gen- 
eal, 
even 
there. It 
takes 
labor 


to I'iilao roots, and so it does everything 
oiso grown on tho farm. 
But the West- 


ern farmers laugh at us when wo talk of 
raising roots for stock. 
Tho truth is, 


his land is yet comparatively cheap and 
the great mass ot farmers own from 
ItiU to 640 acres. 
They have plenty of 


pasture, have corn and oats. What 
need have thoy of fussing among tho 
weeds to clean out acres of roots, so 
that a respectable crop may be ob- 
tained? They deem it of vastly moro 
consequence to devolo their timo and 
energies to the raising ot wheat, corn 
and outs, and as long as land is not 
worth moro than $bU per acre they will 
not condescend to stoop to pull up 
weeds from about tiny carrot roots — 
not they. They have not yet learned 
tho value of mouey in that way. Plen- 
ty of hay and grain—what moro do 
they need. But Western farmers nro 
sadly deficient in matters of economy, 
as any one uw\ .see hy the great num- 
ber ot agricultural tools turned up 
against the tonco to winter. This is a 
last end ot farming iu the West which 
would cause an Kastern man to wonder 
how they live at all and eonio out with 
a clean bahiucu-sheet at the end of the 
year. 
But time and experience are tho 


great healing ointments for theso un- 
sightlv sdre«.

Mipcrvene. new methods be introduced 
and thousands saved \\ h'ch are now an- 
uunlly lost.

eral shades grayer than they were before 
his financial troubles.

When questioned 
regarding his financial affairs, the Gen- 
eral replied: 
"It is in the main true, while General 


Sherman did call upon mo yesterday, he 
never said a word about the matterto me. 
Sometimes after, my son told me that the 
General had spoken to him.

THE MASS CONFERENCE. 


St. John Goes for the Republicans 


again and Praises the 


Democrats. 


The mass conference of the Illinois 


Prohibitionists convened at the tabernacle 
yesterday afternoon, with about 150 visit- 
ors and Deaatnr people in attendance. It 
was called to order by Elder Minier, of 
Tazewell county, and on motion H. B. 
Keply, of Efflngham, was elected chair- 
man, and A. F. Smith, of Deoatur, secre- 
tary. One hour was devoted to hearing 
shprt speeches from representatiyes from 
different quarters of the state on the pro- 
gress of the work. George C. Christian, 
of Chicago, chairman of the state execu- 
tive committee, who is always ready to 
have his say, led oil' with a general state- 
ment as to what he termed the excellent 
'condition of the work in the state. Hale 
Johnson, of Jasper county, had some- 
thing to say about the need of money and 
he hoped those who had the interest of 
the cause at heart would come down 
handsomely. Chairman Keply was glad 
that tbe Republican party had been de- 
feated, ^nd predicted that in 1838 the old 
parties would be wiped out entirely by 
the Home Party in its fight against dem- 
ocracy and the saloons. D. H. Harts, of 
Lincoln, said there ought to be more agi- 
tation and a more general distribution of 
temperance literature, or the Prohibition 
amendment would be submitted to a vote 
of the people before the ranks are suffi- 
ciently filled up to achieve the hoped-for 
victory. 
Dr. Bundy, of Lincoln, Elder 


Minier and Mrs. Gordon H. Keud, of 
Bloomington, spoke on the question of 
better organization. 


On motion Messrs. Christian, of Chica- 


go; Harts, of Lincoln; Barbee, ot Odin; 
Mrs. Read, of Bloomington, and Mrs. 
Ohenowetb, of Danville, were appointed 
to prepare an address on Prohibition, to 
be submitted to the people of the state. 


&.. F. Smith offered a motion that the 


conference appoint & committee to pre- 
pare a plan of perfecting ani carrying 
forward the state organization. This mo- 
tion brought Christian to his feet in a 
jilVy. He declared that tbe meeting was 
simply a conference of prohibition work- 
ers, and not a representative body in any 
sense, It was the duty and intention of 
the executive committee of the state 
organization to attend to that matter and 
that committee of 34 members did not 
want to come in collision with a body to 
which it was in no way amenable. The 
motion was characterized as revolution- 
ary. Others made speeches, Smith stoutly 
supporting the motion. A substitute and 
nn amendment were offered, and finally 
all were laid on tbe table. Then on mo- 
tion a committee was selected to prepare 
a plan for submission to the executive 
committee. 


THE NK1HT MEETINO. 


There wore probably 200 visitors and 


many Decatnr people in attendance at 
the night meeting to see and hear Ex- 
Gov. St. John who came all the way from 
Kansas to show himself as the one man 
who boat Elaine last fall. The platform 
was partly filled with visiting statesmen. 
Mr. St. John devoted his speech to a 
tirade ot abuse against Mr. Elaine per- 
sonally and the Republican party in gen- 
eral, and was liberally applauded by the 
democratic wing of the conference, includ- 
ing the Decatur moss-backs who lent the 
meeting the encouragement of their pres- 
ence, so as to make it appear that St. 
John is still a great man—and no doubt 
he is since he was mainly instrumental in 
putting a democrat in the presidential 
chair. The speech throughout was an 
attack on the Republican party and its 
representatives, closing with the predic- 
tion of victory for Prohibition in 1888, 
when according to St. John the demo- 
cratic party will be buried forever.

Election a United States Senator. 


The following is the language of 


be law of Congress regulating the 
lection of United States Senator. 
?he coming contest in Illinois gives 
t interest at this time: 


Section 14. The Legislature of 


lach State which is chosen next pre- 
leding the expiration of the time 
!or which any Senator was elected to 
represent such State in Congress 
shall, on the second Tuesday after 
;he meeting and organization thereof, 
Droceed to elect a Senator in Con- 
jrees. 


Section 15. Such elections shall 


3e conducted in the following man- 
ner: Each house shall openly, by o 
vii-a voce vote of each member pres- 
ent, name one person for Senaeor in 
Congress from such State, and the 
name of the person so voted for who 
receives a majority of the whole 
number of votes cast in each house 
shall be entered on the journal of 
that house by the Clerk or Secre- 
tary thereof, or if either house fails 
to give such majority to any person 
on that day, the fact shall be entered 
on the journal. On the 12 o'clock 
meridian of the day following that 
on which proceedings are required 
to take place as aforesaid, the mem- 
bers of the two houses shall convene 
in'joint assembly and the journal of 
each house be read, and if the same 
person has received a majority of all 
the votes in each house he shall be 
declared elected Senator. But if 
the same person has not received a 
majority of the votes in each house, 
or if either house has failed to take 
proceedings as required by this sec 
tion, the joint assembly shall then 
pfoceed to choose, by a viva voce 
vote of each member present, a per 
son for Senator, and the ppfBOD wiio 
receives a wsjstiij of all the votes 
of tbe joint assembly (a majority of 
all the members elected to both 
houses being present and voting) 
shall be declared duly elected.
